Chinese Reds Smash 18 Miles 


Through Allied Lines; Sweep 


UN Forces Aside In New Push 


Tokyo, Feb. 1*1 </P)— Chinese Communists shifted the di­ 
rection of their massive attack in central Korea today and 
headed down mountain corridors in an effort to split the 
Allied lines between Wonju and Yoju, 
General MacArthur visited the western front and warned 
on his return to Tokyo that the enemy still has plenty of 
manpower and supplies. 
The first Red onslaughts dented Allied lines as much as 18 
miles and swept United Nations forces out of the road center 
of HoenRsonK, IO miles north of Wonju and 50 air miles east 
of Seoul. 
Heavier Attack Is Expected 
But this apparently was only the eastern wing of a heavier 
attack now gathering momentum. 
Leadoff columns of at least seven Chinese Divisions massed 
in the area west of Hoengsong and north of Chipyong struck 
southward Tuesday. They slipped past Chipyong, 19 miles 
west of Hoengsong. and headed down two mountain valleys 
toward the Wonju-Yoju road. 
The Chinese were moving in bands numbering up to 1,000 
men. They ran into a fury of Allied air attacks. 
Allied Air Force, Marine and Navy planes combined in low- 
level strikes aimed to break up the mounting threat to the 
main east-west road in northern South Korea. 
Once in possession of the road, the Reds would lie in posi­ 
tion to strike east or west behind Allied lines. They would 
menace the four or more divisions along the western front 
in the Seoul area, and 10th Corps units holding the central 
front line near Wonju.

Section 1015, subdivision B, pro­ 
vides, Sgt. Temple said, that "it 
shall be unlawful for the driver of 
any vehicle . . . other than one oil 
official business, to follow any fire 
apparatus traveling in response to a 
fire alarm closer than 500 feet, or 
to park such vehicle within 500 feet 
where the fire apparatus has stopped 
in answer to a fire alarm." 
Sgt. Temple also quote*I section 
1019. in part, as follows: "No per­ 
son shall park or leave standing any 
vehicle, whether attended or un­

or both do, there’s a limit of $500 
on the standard deduction for them, 
Examples: Jones had $7,000 income, 
his wife none. Filing jointly, they 
get a sundard IO per cent deduction 
of $700. without itemizing, whether 
or not their deductions actually 
amounted to $700. 
Or—Smith had $20,000 income, his 
wife none. Filing, jointly, they get 
a maximum standard deduction of 
$1,000, whether or not their deduc­ 
tions were that much. 
But if the actual deductions of 
the Joneses or Smiths ran to more 
than the standard deduction allowed 
them, they could claim them in full. 
But then they’d have to itemize 
them. 
But suppose this same Jones, with 
the $7,000 income and the wife who 
had none, files separately. In that 
case his standard deduction is only 
$500. If his deductions were really 
more than $500, he could claim 
them but he’d have to itemize. 
T hat’s the rule on married people: 
When a married person files sep­ 
arately, and his income was $5,000 or 
more, the maximum standard de­ 
duction he can get is $500, no 
m atter how high his income. 
When married couples file jointly, 
they get a standard deduction of 
$1,000.
